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the same is hereby amended, so as to read as follows:
“ Henry F. Belitz, of Manitowoec county, Ferdinand
Reummele, of Sheboygan county, and Joseph Wagner,
of Fond du Lac county, are hereby appointed commis-
sioners to lay out and establish a state road from the
village of Kiel, in the county of Manitowoe, to the vil-
lage of Taycheedah, in the county of Fond du Lac:
provided, that no liability be created against the state.”

Section 2. That the acts of the said commissioners
in surveying and laying out & road under and in pur-
suance of the provisions of the said actz of which this
is amendatory, from the said village of Kiel to the said
village of Manitowoe, be and the same are hereby de-
clared null and void.

Seorton 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.

AN ACT to detach Dallas county from the eleventh judicial ciroui,
and attach the same to the eighth judicial circuit.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sencle *
and assembly, do enact as follows : ‘

Sgorron 1. The county of Dallas is hereby detach-
ed from the eleventh judicial cireuit, and the same is at-
tached to the eighth judicial circuit.

SrorioN 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent
with this, are hereby repealed, and this act shall take
effect on and after its passage.
